Tho  undersigned,  respectively  duly  authorised  by  t'M  Governments 
of  Japan  and  China  to  adjust  in  a  friendly  manner  and  spirit  of  mutual 
accajnodntlon  tho  questions  of  tho  submarine  tolograph  oablo,  botvoon 
tho  ft-ovinoo  of  Kwantun g  and  Chofoo,  and  tho  Jopanoso  tolograph  linos 
in  lanohuria,  havo  agreed  as  folio ws, 

UbTICiii  l.-i.  submarine  oablo  will  bo  laid  by  tho  Governments  of 
Japan  and  China  between  a  point  in  tho  Kvantung  Province  and  Chofoo. 

Japan  will  lay  and  naintain  tho  section  of  tho  submarine  oablo  from 
Kwantung  to  within  7i  alios  of  Chofoo  and  China  will  ley  and  maintain 
tho  sootion  of  said  cable  from  Chofoo  to  a  point  7 i  alios  fraa  Chofoo. 

said  point  tho  two  sections  of  tho  cable  shall  be  connected.  Tho 
Kwantung  and  shall  be  worked  entirely  try  Japan  and  the  Chofoo  end  by 
China,  but,  in  order  to  meet  tho  special  requiiemnts  of  Ja^on,  tho 
cable  shall  bo  connected  up  direct  to  tho  Japanese  Post  Office  at 
Chofoo  during  such  sufficient  tins  each  working  day  a.  may  bu  agreed 
upon  and  such  Post  Office  shall  have  tho  right  to  transmit  ov.r  the 
said  oablo  from  and  to  places  undor  tho  diroct  control  of  tho  Japanose 
tolograph  system  terminal  Chofoo  Japanose  Government  messages  as  well 
as  private  terminal  Chef 00  telegrams,  provided  thoso  lattor  bo  written 
in  Kana.

The  connecting  line  botv/oon  the  Chinoso  Chcfoo 
Telegraph  Office  and  tho  Japenoao  Post  Qffioo  at  Chefoo  will  bo  const¬ 
ructed  and  maintained  by  China.  Japan  engagos  to  do  all  in  her  power  to 
prevent  tho  retransmission  at  Chofoo  of  truffle  from  or  to  any  oth  r

HI  do-alls  as  to  tcminal  and  transit  ratoo  over 
tho  Chofoo-Kwantung  cable  shell  Ot  settled  by  a  special  agreement. 

.officii,  2. — Japan  undertakes  iniaodiatoly  to  hand  over  to  China, 
against  tho  payment  of  5°i°00  Yon,  all  Japcno°o  telogrcph  linos  in 
liinohuria  outside  the  railway  territory,  Japan  is  proparod  to  enter  into 
negotiation  with  China  with  a  viow  to  caning  to  a  certain  arrangement 
concerning  tho  Japenoso  telephone  scrvico  in  lanchuria  outside  tho  rail¬ 
way  territory.  Handing  the  conclusion  of  suoh  an  arrangomunt,  Japan 
undertakes  neither  to  extend  hor  prosont  tolophono  systom  in  Lanohuria 
without  hating  first  obtained  tlie  consent  of  tho  Chinese  Government, 
nor  to  use  hor  telephone  linos  for  the  transmission  of  tolcgrcms  in 
competition  with  tho  Chinese  telegraph  lints. 

-JWICLS  3 • — at  opon  marts  or  treaty  ports  in  tenohuria,  which  ero 
in  close  proximity  to  tho  Japanese  railway  territory,  namely  ati  Antung, 
Ncwchwang,  Licoyang,  Loukdcn,  Toh-ling  and  Chnng-chun,  tho  Chinese 
Gov.rnnont  agrees,  for  a  period;  of  fiftoon  years,  to  place  one  or  two 
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spooiel  telegraph  '.virus  1'reu  the  said  open  marts  or  treaty  ports  to 
suoh  railway  territory  at  the  exclusive  disposal  of  tho  Japanese 
Government  telo^raph  service.  Such  wiro  or  wiros  sliall  be  maintained 
in  good  order  end  condition  by  tho  Chinese  Government  up  to  the  rail¬ 
way  territory.
